Direct your child to the 
Dictionary section at the end of the book to find other 
definitions of each word. 

3. Direct your child to refer to the definitions given in 

the grey box at the beginning of each two-page spread 
to decide which definition is used in the pictures. 
Alternatively, expand your child's ability to think 
critically by getting him to think about which definition 
suits which occupation the most. 

4. Let your child complete matching the sentences, taking 
time to direct him to the correct definition of the word 
used in each sentence if he encounters problems. 

5. Reinforce your child's learning with an extension activity 
from page I 13. These activities provide additional 
practice, and improve fluency and comprehension. 

Note: To avoid the awkward 'he or she' construction, the pronouns on 
this page and page 113 will refer to the male gender.
